Roads are 
patched up 
for winter 

THE HARSH winter caused more than half 
a million pounds worth of damage to the 
borough’s roads. 

Roads across Sandwell, as well as the rest of the 
country, were badly affected by potholes as frost 
thawed after several icy weeks where the tempera¬ 
ture plunged to record levels. 

Because of the nationwide crisis the Government 
made available £100 million for road repairs — and 
Sandwell Council received a £200,000 share, adding 
another £192,727 from its own finances to fund the 
permanent patching of the carriageways. 

The programme of works has now been com¬ 
pleted -just in time for the next winter period. 

Cabinet member for safer neighbourhoods, Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley said: “The last two winters have 
been particularly bad weather-wise. The frost had a 
terrible impact on the state of roads right across the 
country. 

Finances 

“It was welcoming to get the Government cash and 
the council dipped into its own finances to top up the 
money to enable the necessary work to go-ahead. We 
had already spent a lot of money carrying out emer¬ 
gency repairs during the winter. 

“The bottom line was that we had to make our 
roads as safe as we could. As a result this work has 
been carried out over the summer to ensure that our 
highways are in as good a condition as we could get 
them.” 

Woman plunges 
from a high-rise 

A WOMAN was fighting for her life on 
Tuesday after falling eight storeys from a 
high-rise block of flats in West Bromwich. 

It happened at Briarley House in Beacon View 
Road at around 5pm on Monday. 

The woman, believed to be in her 20s, was taken 
to Sandwell Hospital where she was in a serious con¬ 
dition. 

Police cordoned off an area at the entrance to the 
flats for more than an hour, while officers investi¬ 
gated the scene. 


Dean’s potential 
cup date in town 

FORMER Premier League striker Dean Windass 
could make an appearance in Tipton on Saturday as 
Bustleholme FC continue their FA Vase adventure. 

Windass, who called time on his professional 
career last season after scoring 200 league goals for 
Middlesbrough, Hull City and Bradford City, 
recently turned out for Northern Counties East 
League side Barton Town Old Boys - Bustleholme’s 
opponents this weekend.

THIRD OF 
CAMERAS 
ARE FAKE 


MORE than one in three 
speed cameras in Sandwell 
is a dummy and does not 
catch speeding drivers. 

Across the region as a whole, 
nearly a third of speed cameras are 
fakes. 

Official police figures show that out 
of 304 speed cameras in the Black 
Country, Birmingham, Coventry and 
Solihull there are 89 which are “effec¬ 
tively housings”. 

Chief Constable Chris Sims said those 
cameras have “no enforcement activity’ 
and added: “They represent sites where 
road engineering or other changes have 
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removed the need to enforce.” 

The 304 speed cameras are divided into 
red, amber, green and white sites depend¬ 
ing on the number of injuries over three 
years and the number of offences detected 
by a camera. 

In the West Midlands Sandwell has the 
largest number of dummy “white sites” 
with 23 out of 57 cameras. Walsall has 18 
dummies out of 48 cameras while in Dudley 
it is 15 out of 40. Wolverhampton has just 
four out of 40 but also has 26 cameras at 
“green” sites, which are classed as the least 
dangerous areas. 

Last month it was revealed that cameras 
will be left unrepaired due to drastic spend¬ 
ing cuts. 

West Midlands Police has to cut £125 


million off its budget over the next four 
years. 

Peter Francis, West Midlands Road 
Safety Partnership programme manager, 
said in a report that repairing cameras and 
equipment damaged by vandals “may not 
be possible”. 

Dangerous 

The cost of wet film processing has been 
increasing and councils cannot afford to 
upgrade to digital. 

Mr Sims added: “Not all camera sites are 
in operation at the same time. We prioritise 
camera resources among the existing fixed 
speed and mobile camera sites, ensuring 
that cameras are deployed to the areas 
where they are most needed.” 

Seventeen attacks on speed cameras 
were recorded last year. 


Council sign £650m deal to 
transform waste collection 


CONTRACTS have 
finally been exchanged 
on a £650 million deal 
for a private company to 
take over bin collections 
in Sandwell. 

Bosses from Serco met 
with Sandwell Council offi¬ 
cers on Monday, paving the 
way for the company to 
take over collections from 
next Monday. 

The 25-year partnership 
will see all 136 binmen, includ¬ 
ing those who took strike 
action, have their employment 
transferred to Serco. No jobs 
will be lost. 

The council say the partner¬ 
ship will improve bin collec¬ 
tion services while increasing 
the number of materials resi¬ 
dents are able to recycle. 


The state-of-the-art service 
will significantly reduce the 
amount of waste sent to land¬ 
fill and see non-recyclable 
waste sent to the Staffordshire 
Energy-from-Waste plant 
where it will generate renew¬ 
able energy. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods, said the con¬ 
tract signing was great news 
for Sandwell residents. 

“This partnership allows us 
to provide a first class service 
to the people of Sandwell,” he 
said. “When fully operational, 
it will be among the very best 
in the country and I’m confi¬ 
dent people across the borough 
will enjoy its benefits.” 

Cllr Steve Eling, deputy 
leader and cabinet member for 
strategic resourses, also 
praised the partnership which 


he said would help Sandwell 
Council save money. 

“This is excellent news not 
only because of the service it 
will provide, but also for the 
millions of pounds in financial 
penalties it will help the 
council save by not sending so 
much waste to landfill and 
reaching Government recy¬ 
cling targets,” he said. 

Serco was announced as the 
preferred bidder for the con¬ 
tract in August and managing 
director Mike Boult said he 
was delighted with the signing 
of the contracts. 

Significant 

“There has already been a 
significant amount of work 
carried out leading up to this 
day, in terms of the mobilisa¬ 
tion of this major contract,” he 
said. 


“I am particularly encour¬ 
aged to see how quickly the 
partnership has come together 
and we are already seeing 
signs of an excellent relation¬ 
ship developing. 

“I am confident that the 
people of Sandwell will soon be 
benefiting from a range of new 
enhanced services.” 

Weekly residual waste col¬ 
lections will not be affected by 
the new contract and residents 
will not face ‘pay as you throw’ 
style charges. 

Garden waste collections 
will continue to operate on a 
fortnightly basis however the 
service will be extended to run 
all year round. 

Meanwhile, a single weekly 
collection day for both rubbish 
and recycling will be intro¬ 
duced along with a food recy¬ 
cling service.

New memorial 
is location for 
remembrance 

SERVICES to mark Remembrance Day will 
be held at venues across Sandwell this Sunday. 

Oldbury, West Bromwich, Rowley Regis, Smeth¬ 
wick, Tipton and Wednesbury are all hosting 
poignant ceremonies to remember those lost in war. 

Wednesbury Memorial Gardens on Walsall Street 
looks sure to attract a good crowd following its recent 
refurbishment, which has seen 1,060 names of local 
soldiers imprinted on four new plinths. 

The work was the culmination of five years’ of lob¬ 
bying and fundraising from the Wednesbury War 
Memorial Campaign Group and their spokesperson 
Fred Barnfield said the results were fantastic. 

“They’ve done a marvellous job and people will 
have a pleasant surprise when they come and see it 
on Sunday,” he said. “Provision has been made on 
the plinths for more names to be put on as and when 
they’re discovered. We’re hoping and expecting more 
people to get in touch with us.” 

Wednesbury councillor Geoff Lewis will lay a reef 
on behalf of the mayor at Wednesbury. 

He said: “I’m hopeful on an exceptional turnout 
and it should be a very poignant service. A wonderful 
job has been undertaken by everyone to get the 
memorial looking how it is.” 

Mayor of Sandwell, Councillor Pauline Hinton, 
will lead a service at Oldbury War Memorial in 
Oldbury Town Centre. Deputy mayor, Councillor 
Joyce Underhill, will attend the ceremony at West 
Bromwich War Memorial, Dartmouth Park. 

Hall 

Other services will be held at Rowley Regis War 
Memorial in Powke Lane Cemetery; Smethwick War 
Memorial at the Council House in High Street; and 
at Tipton War Memorial in Victoria Park, Tipton. 

All services take place at 10.45am, while later in 
the day there be a Festival of Remembrance Service 
at West Bromwich Town Hall, starting 7.30pm, 
which the mayor will also attend. 

Cllr Mrs Hinton said: “It is important that we all 
remember those that went to the wars and never 
came back.We all owe our liberties and freedom to 
those ordinary men and women who gave their all 
for the country.” 

The Festival of Remembrance will include music 
by Black Country Brass and Eaton Valley Primary 
School choir, together with choirs from the Venture 
Corps Air Cadets and Boys’ Brigade. 

There will also be items from organist Paul Evans 
and Dave Storey from the West Bromwich Operatic 
Society.

Tragedy could not have been predicted or prevented, says report 

Lessons are learned 
after Stacey murder 
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THE murder of 
nine-year-old Black 
Country schoolgirl 
Stacey Lawrence 
could not have been 
foreseen or pre¬ 
vented, a serious 
case review has 
concluded. 

Sandwell Safe¬ 
guarding Children 
Board launched the 
review after the child 
from West Bromwich 
was strangled and 
sexually assaulted by 
her mother’s lorry 
driver fiance Darren 
Walker in August last 
year. 

The review has ruled 
there were no concerns 
about Stacey, who lived 
in Bagnall Street, or 
other children in the 
family, but said lessons 
could be learned from 
the tragedy. 

The youngster’s body 
was found in the cab of a 
white Spar lorry parked 
in a lay-by in Warming- 
ton, Northants, on 
August 29 last year. 

She had been on a 
delivery run with her 
mother’s fiance Darren 
Walker, 40, of Hickman

Road, Bilston, whose 
body was found hanging 
from a tree in nearby 
woodland. An inquest 
this year ruled she had 
been unlawfully killed. 

The review concluded 
the death was neither 
predictable nor prevent¬ 
able, however, the 
process of the serious 
case review has high¬ 
lighted lessons that can 
be learned by all the 
agencies involved. 

Records 

Avriel Reader, chair¬ 
man of the board, said: 
“This was a tragedy for 
the child and of course 
for her family. 

“There is nothing to 


suggest it could have 
been foreseen or pre¬ 
vented, however, that 
does not mean we cannot 
learn lessons. 

“The girl was not 
known to children’s 
social care. Agencies 
which did know of her, 
including school and 
healthcare described her 
as happy and settled. 

“Serious case reviews 
are not about finding 
someone to blame. This 
is about constantly 
improving processes to 
safeguard vulnerable 
children and families.” 

Ms Reader added the 
review had raised issues 
of both local and national 
relevance, highlighting a 
particular type of situa¬ 
tion for families involved 
in repeated moves 
around the country. 

The family had moved 
several times before set¬ 
tling in Sandwell in 2007 
and schools did experi¬ 
ence some difficulties 
getting hold of previous 
records. A recommenda¬ 
tion was made in respect 
of this to Education Sec¬ 
retary Michael Gove. 

She said: “General 
issues were identified in 
the course of this investi¬ 
gation where practice 
could be improved.”

MOTORISTS are being warned 
there could be big delays when a tem¬ 
porary traffic management system is 
introduced in West Bromwich town 
centre today (Thursday). 

It is set to last for 12 days while work 
is carried out on the new £77 million 
Sandwell College. 

The traffic management system will 
affect the West Bromwich Ringway 
and Spon Lane. A ‘No Right Turn’ will 
be introduced from West Bromwich 
Ringway into Spon Lane. While the 
work is carried out traffic will be 
diverted via West Bromwich Ringway, 


High Street, A4031 Trinity Way, A 4182 
Kelvin Way and Spon Lane. 

Buses that normally leave the bus 
station via West Bromwich Ringway 
and turn right into Spon Lane, will be 
diverted clockwise around the town 
centre. Drivers will not be allowed to 
travel in a north-west direction in the 
clockwise carriageway of the ringway 
between the signal controlled junc¬ 
tions with Spon Lane and the Netto car 
park access. 

The system is to allow work to take 
place safely on the front of the new 
Sandwell College building. 


ORGANISERS of a support 
group for people who suffer from 
ADHD are celebrating after 
picking up a £10,000 grant to run 
seminars with doctors and spe¬ 
cialists. 

Sufferers of ADHD — attention 
deficit hyperactivity disorder - strug¬ 
gle to concentrate and suffer from 
hyperactivity and it is believed that 
up to five per cent of children suffer 
from the condition. 

Nicholas Hanney, chairman of 
Sandwell ADHD, said that the cash 


injection from The Big Lottery Fund, 
will enable the group to provide 
people with the specialist advice they 
need. 

Play 

He said: “We give as much advice as 
possible and are open a couple of days 
a week when children can come and 
play while parents have a break.” 

Based in Smethwick, the group is 
run from the St Alban’s Community 
Centre where it offers respite and 
advice. 


Council face 
more than 
100 appeals 

MORE than 100 appeals are pending less 
than two months before 1,400 staff at 
Sandwell Council will see wages slashed under 
a shake-up. 

New pay structures were brought in on January 1 
this year under the single status agreement. 

However, changes to wage packets were deferred 
for the 1,400 people set to lose out, whose salaries 
will now be cut from next January. 

All appeals against the changes were due to be 
dealt with by the end of December - but the process 
now looks likely to overrun, with 140 outstanding. It 
is not clear what will happen to those whose appeals 
have not been dealt with by the end of the year. 

Each is set to lose an average of £1,400 from their 
annual wage packet. 

A total of 385 appeals have been upheld of the 884 
dealt with over the last 11 months, following the 
introduction of single status, which saw each council 
job re-evaluated. 

The new agreement saw existing pay grades 
replaced by 10 new pay bands and new terms and 
conditions. Atotal of 5,000 workers saw pay increase 
by an average of £820 a year with 4,400 seeing no 
change and 1,400 losing an average of £1,400 a year. 

Some 2,000 of the council’s 10,500 staff - exclud¬ 
ing teachers — announced they would contest new 
wage bracket. 

Ongoing 

Sandwell cabinet member Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain said: “The appeals process is ongoing, as it 
was planned to take place a year to complete.” 

Binmen in Sandwell went on strike and imple¬ 
mented a work to rule after it was revealed that they 
would lose £2,900 under the scheme. 

The service will be taken over by private company 
Serco later this month and wage negotiations are 
still ongoing. 


Endangered 
big cat comes 
in from the cold 

DUDLEY Zoo has ticked it’s Czech list to fly 
a rare snow leopard out of Eastern Europe for 
a new life in the Black Country. 

The female Nanga arrived in the UK from Usti 
Nad Labem Zoo in the Czech Republic last week as 
part of an international conservation programme for 
this highly endangered species. 

Dudley Zoo registrar Dr David Beeston said: “Due 
to the Czech Republic’s intensely cold winters air¬ 
lines will not fly livestock to the UK after the first 
week in November, so when the transfer was con¬ 
firmed we were delighted that all the paperwork 
went through in time for us to beat the no flights 
deadline.” 

Following quarantine 15-month-old Nanga will be 
joined next year by a male from Banham Zoo in 
Norfolk to start the breeding project. 

Dr Beeston added: “Snow leopards are graded as 
critically endangered, as there are thought to be only 
about 3,000 in the wild. 

Bombs 

“The outbreak of war in Afghanistan led to the use 
of cluster bombs on mountain ranges inhabited by 
snow leopards, which put them in great danger.” 

Snow leopards (Uncia uncia) are native to South 
and Central Asia living between 3,000 and 5,000 feet 
above sea water in rocky mountain ranges. 


Sale from noon 

A SALE is being held at St Alban’s Community 
Centre in Smethwick on Saturday from noon to 3pm, 
organised by St Alban’s Community Association. 
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Waste plant 
is aiming 
to expand 

A PLANT processing waste 
electrical equipment in Sandwell 
is set to create jobs if its plans to 
expand are approved. 

Proposals will go before planning 
chiefs at Sandwell Council to allow 
workers to recycle parts from house¬ 
hold white goods as well as processing 
scrap in Parsonage Street, Oldbury. 

The application has come in from 
Enablelink Ltd, based in Budden 
Road, Coseley, to expand their exist¬ 
ing business and if the move goes to 
plan a further eight jobs could be 
created within six months. 

Extra 

Enablelink currently have six full¬ 
time staff on site and offload up to 250 
tons of scrap over a five-day week over 
their Coseley and Oldbury sites. 

Director Burt Stanley said getting 
permission to handle scrap including 
fridge freezer motors, microwave com¬ 
ponents and fridge parts could see the 
firm process an extra 100 tons a week. 

He added: “The application is in to 
change the use on the site so we can 
process electrical goods. It will defi¬ 
nitely increase our productivity but it 
will take time to see how it affects our 
turnover. 

“We’ve got six people working there 
at the moment, and this would create 
eight jobs which could increase after 
six to eight months”

Shoppers quizzed on 
death of lorry driver 


DETECTIVES investigating 
the death of a Polish lorry 
driver whose body was found at 
the roadside in Dudley have 
quizzed shoppers in a fresh 
appeal for information. 

Police stopped shoppers at 
Sainsbury’s in Freeth Street, 
Oldbury, for eight hours. 


One of the last sightings of 
the as-yet unnamed Polish 
driver was in Oldbury town 
centre. 

West Midlands police officers 
spoke to Sainsbury’s shoppers 
at the weekend—exactly a week 
after the 57-year-old HGV 
driver was last seen. 


Public enemy will 
face long jail term 


A DANGEROUS armed 
robber from Oldbury could be 
facing life behind bars. 

Craig Hickinbottom, once one 
of the country’s most wanted 
men, was arrested at gunpoint 
seconds after he sped away from 
surveillance officers who were 
hunting him after he fled a bail 
hostel. 

The stolen Vauxhall Corsa collided 
with police cars and crashed into a 
fence before his passenger Dean 
Isitt, another convicted armed 
robber, fled with a shotgun. 

It took a jury at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court took less than three 
hours on Friday to convict them of 
firearms charges. 

Protection 

Judge Martin Walsh told Hickin¬ 
bottom, aged 28, of no fixed address, 
and Isitt, 31, of Waterfall Lane, 
Rowley Regis, that he was consider¬ 
ing jailing them indefinitely “for 
public protection” when they are sen¬ 
tenced on November 26. 

They along with passenger Conor 
Cox, 18, who also had a balaclava, 
were found guilty of having the 
shotgun in the car along with with 
possession of the stolen Corsa and its 
false number plates. Hickinbottom 
was convicted of dangerous driving. 

Cox, who has no serious previous 
convictions, faces a minimum five 
year sentence. 


All three were remanded in 
custody. 

Hickinbottom’s trial saw a heavily 
armed police escort bring his prison 
van in and out of the city every day in 
an unprecendented security opera¬ 
tion for Wolverhampton. 

Officers with machine-guns were 
been stationed on the city’s Bilston 
Street island and outside Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court, stopping 
motorists and pedestrians while the 
convoy arrived and left every day on 
its way to the maximum security 
Woodhill prison in Milton Keynes. 

At least eight armed officers were 
stationed inside the court, three on 
permanent guard outside courtroom 
number seven, where members of the 
public and even barristers have been 
frisked before being allowed in. In 
the dock, Hickinbottom and his two 
co-defendants have been flanked by 
eight security officers. 

Police were taking no chances 
after Hickinbottom was dramatically 
sprung by men armed with a 
handgun and a baseball bat from a 
secure van just 400 yards from Blak- 
enhurst Prison in 2006 when he was 
being transported from Redditch 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Police launched a high-profile 
search for him which spread nation¬ 
wide and all ports were put on alert. 

Hickinbottom was serving a five- 
year term for armed robberies in 
Kingswinford and Stourbridge and 
was due to be released within weeks.

Bid to extend the Metro to 
Merry Hill is ‘not practical’ 


AN extension of the Midland 
Metro through the Black 
Country using former freight 
lines is unrealisti” and may not 
be delivered by 2026, says a 
damming report. 

Inspectors who approved the 
Black Country Joint Core Strategy — 
a multimillion pound plan to provide 
60,000 new homes and to reinvent 
Sandwell as an administration 
centre attracting office jobs — said it 
was “not practical” to extend the 
Midland Metro service from Wednes- 
bury to Stourbridge, which would 
link the network to the Merry Hill 
Shopping Centre. 

The Coalition Government has 
given backing to the idea of councils 
raising the £289 million they need 
for the Metro extension by using Tax 


Increment Financing. That would 
allow them to borrow the money 
based on the business rates they 
would eventually be able to collect 
because of the jobs the intended 
scheme would create. 

But in their report planning 
inspectors Nigel Payne and Vincent 
Maher said: “The reinstatement of 
the Walsall to Stourbridge line for 
freight services is a national priority, 
fully supported by the industry to 
provide much-needed additional 
capacity on the congested West Mid¬ 
lands network. However, it is not 
currently practical or viable to also 
introduce passenger rail services on 
this line and therefore unrealistic for 
the joint core strategy to include this 
long term aspiration in its transport 
proposals for the plan period, no 
matter how desirable. ”

Jobs fear 
at building 
firm Rok 

BUILDING firm Rok went into 
administration on Monday, 
putting 2,000 jobs in jeopardy 
and throwing a West Bromwich 
housing development into crisis. 

Around 130 jobs could go in the 
West Midlands if no buyer can be 
found for the firm. 

Around 100 workers are based in 
Birmingham’s Jewellery Quarter, 
which is handling the £17 million 
Bagnall Street housing development. 

More than 100 affordable homes 
are to be built on the former indus¬ 
trial site in West Bromwich. 

Sandwell Council confirmed the 
company’s collapse would mean 
delays. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, cabinet 
member for housing, said: “This is 
bad news for Rok and all its employ¬ 
ees and it will also affect the start of 
the new housing scheme.” 

Rok was building the homes for 
Midland Heart — the region’s biggest 
housing association - with backing 
from Sandwell Council and the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Homes and Communities 
Agency. 

Continue 

Cllr Hackett added: “We will con¬ 
tinue to work positively with Midland 
Heart and the HCA, which is provid¬ 
ing funding towards the new afford¬ 
able homes, to ensure that the 
scheme can continue with another 
builder as soon as possible.” 

Rok also has 30 staff based at a 
base in Stafford. 

It comes months after Rok revealed 
big losses and financial problems in 
its plumbing division. The firm 
reported half-year losses of £3.8m, 
shortly after accountants BDO found 
serious failings at its plumbing, 
heating and electrical business. 

A spokesman for Exeter-based Rok 
said accountants from PwC were due 
to be appointed as administrators for 
the firm on Monday . Rok’s shares 
have been suspended on the Stock 
Exchange. 

Murder charge 
man in court 

A 38-year-old man charged with 
the murder of Michelle Stonall and 
remanded in custody at Birmingham 
Magistrates court was due to appear 
agaiin this week at Birmingham 
Crown Court. 

Michelle Stonall, a 34-year-old from 
Kingstanding was found dead in 
Sheldon Country Park at around 
12.45pm on Saturday, October 30. 

The post mortem confirmed that 
she died as a result of strangulation.

PLANS to appoint a town crier in 
Sandwell are set to be given the go-ahead by 
council bosses to raise the borough’s 
national profile. 

The crier will be required to become a member 
of The Loyal Company of Town Criers and The 
Ancient & Honourable Guild of Town Criers so 
that they will be insured. 

Whoever gets to wear the wig will have to attend 12 
official engagements per year, such as the Sandwell 
Show, and open new public buildings on behalf of the 
council. 

Council leader Darren Cooper said: “We’ve heard a 
lot about cuts in recent weeks, I think promoting the 
borough given the position we’re in is something people 
want us to do. 

“Some people might perceive it as old-fashioned but 
I think we’re very traditional in the Black Country and 
it would suit us. 

“We have not had one in Sandwell for a number of 
years but we have had many people come forward who 
would be interested in the role.” 

The crier would be a voluntary position but Council¬ 
lor Cooper said the council would be prepared to cover 
travel expenses. 

“A total of £1,500 would be set aside for an “outfit tai¬ 
lored for use”. 

A condition of taking the role would mean the holder 
of the post would have to cover the professional fees to 
join The Loyal Company of Town Criers and The 
Ancient & Honourable Guild of Town Criers them¬ 
selves. 

Uniform 

They would be required to represent the borough and 
enter the annual national town crier competition. 

The crier will only be allowed to use the official 
uniform when carrying out council duties. 

Cllr Cooper added: “We’ve set aside £1,500 for the 
outfit and we hope it will be the traditional outfit. We 
don’t think they will need all this money. 

“I think with the amount of interest we have had, we 
will have to interview for the post. Some of the back¬ 
bench councillors will probably do that. We’ve been 
approached by people about this already.” 

Those interested in the ceremonial position can 
apply via the council’s website. 

In medieval times, it was not unusual for townspeo¬ 
ple to be illiterate and the town crier kept them 
informed on local and national news.

Gang of thieves is facing jail 


FIVE Polish immigrants are facing 
jail after they were found guilty of 
being part of a gang of pick-pockets 
who targeted Black Country bus pas¬ 
sengers. 

They slashed handbags to steal purses 
from vulnerable and elderly women pas¬ 
sengers for nine months. 

An 85-year-old had £1,260 removed 


from accounts within half an hour of debit 
cards being stolen. Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard victims, aged between 17 and 
85, had purses snatched or bags cut open. 
They realised theft had taken place later. 

West Bromwich bus station was the 
focal point for the five, who struck six 
times between January 1 and October 2, 
2009, on the 87, 74, 79, 16 and 404 buses. 


Ringleader Adam Gawron admitted 
involvement earlier and was jailed for 
three and a half years. 

Brother 

Jacek Knysak, 34, Lukasz Michalik, 23 
and Wiera Pawlowska, 40, all of Hayes 
Street, West Bromwich, Janusz Gawron, 
46, brother of the ring leader, of Thursfield 


Road, West Bromwich and Adam Szwejda, 
40, of Martley Road, Winson Green, were 
found guilty of conspiring with Adam 
Gawron to steal. 

They were remanded in custody for sen¬ 
tence in the week beginning November 29. 
Mother-of-three Pawlowska got bail. 

Jaroslav Kasprzyk, 45, of High Street, 
was acquitted after pleading not guilty. 


Pick-pockets stole from 
100 women on the buses 


An Eastern European pick-pocket 
gang targeted pensioners on bus 
routes across the Black Country 


A GANG of Polish pick-pockets, 
who preyed on bus passengers in 
the Black Country, stole from 
almost 100 women within nine 
months. 

The gang of thieves mainly targeted 
frail pensioners, some aged in their 
80s, who were travelling alone. They 
escaped with thousands of pounds 
worth of cash along with priceless per¬ 
sonal possessions including treasured 
family photographs. 

Their leader is now behind bars, it can be 
revealed following a Wolverhampton 
Crown Court trial involving other gang 
members that finished last week. 

But there is no end to the suffering of 
victims like Irene Crockett. 

The 73-year-old from Smethwick was 
going to see her husband at City Hospital in 
Birmingham when they stole her purse 
with over £200 cash in January last year. 

Mr Crockett was so worried for her safety 
after being told about the theft that he 
made her promise to leave and live with one 
of their two children if anything happened 
to him — he died 13 days later. 

Impact 

Mrs Crockett honoured the pledge and 
moved to the home of their son in Blackpool 
and has stayed there ever since. 

“The theft had a huge impact on my life,” 
she explained. “I am still too scared to 
travel on a bus alone again and really miss 
my home and friends in Smethwick but I 
could not go back on my word to my 
husband. A promise is a promise.” 

Inspector Cate Webb-Jones, head of the 
42-strong Safer Travel Policing Team 
which patrols West Midland buses and 
smashed the pick-pocket gang after a 
painstaking investigation, said: “Many of 
the elderly victims have been really dis¬ 
turbed by the thefts. 

“They were not physically attacked but 
feel violated. A handbag and its contents 
are very personal to a lady. The irony is that 
bus crime has never been lower in the 
region.” 

The group of Eastern European immi¬ 
grants operated in the region from at least 
November 2008, but the buses plagued by 
them passed through different police divi¬ 
sions meaning that offences were logged as 
isolated incidents and not linked. 

Around four months later, Safer Travel 
Policing Team civilian analyst Miss Sam 
Todd spotted an unusual number of thefts 
on buses in which bags were slashed. 

Several of these offences had happened 
on the 79 and 74 buses travelling from West 
Bromwich through Handsworth into Birm¬ 
ingham city centre. The 87, 16 and 404

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Claim by 
security 
guard is 
rejected 

A WEST Bromwich man’s claim 
for equal pay between security 
guards and office receptionists 
was lost at Birmingham Employ¬ 
ment Tribunal. 

Mr Ade Adetunji of Monkgate 
Drive, told the tribunal he was paid 
£6.50 an hour to guard a commercial 
block in Birmingham at night com¬ 
pared with £8.50 an hour paid to 
daytime receptionists. 

He made his compensation claim 
against Europa Facilities Services 
whom he said had made him redun¬ 
dant. 

Mr Adetunji, who had earlier with¬ 
drawn a compensation claim for vic¬ 
timisation, explained what duties he 
had to carry out, including patrols and 
dealing with night cleaners. 

He said he should have been paid 
the same rate as receptionists. 

Miss Pam Loch, representing 
Europa, opposed Mr Adetunji’s claim 
and said a security guards job could 
not be compared with that of a recep¬ 
tionist. 

She said there were a few female 
security guards and a few male recep¬ 
tionists, but clients fixed the rates of 
pay which were at the market level. 

Tribunal Judge Mrs Pam Hughes 
said the tribunal accepted there was a 
difference in the roles. 

She said the roles of security guard 
and receptionist could not be com¬ 
pared and rejected Mr Adetunji’s com¬ 
pensation claim for equal pay.

Council facing huge 
bills over child care

ALMOST 2,000 youngsters 
have been referred to 
Sandwell children’s social 
services in just five months. 

According to new figures there 
were 1,915 referrals made to 
Sandwell Council between April 
and September. 

A massive rise in the number of 
borough children being taken into 
care is costing the council millions 
more than budgeted and an extra 
£3.9 million is now being invested in 
children’s social care this year. 

Figures for referrals for the past 
three years show a year on year 
increase. 

Sandwell Council received 5,060 
referrals in 2009/10 and 3,130 were 
made in 2008/09. 

The rise is believed to have been 
triggered by high profile child cruelty 
cases such as Baby P and the tragic 
case of seven-year-old Handsworth 
schoolgirl Khyra Ishaq who starved 
to death in 2008. 

Sandwell’s finance boss, Councillor 
Steve Eling said today that spiralling 
children’s services costs are the single 
biggest budget pressure on the 
authority. 

The council is battling to make 
savings of £75 million over the next 
four years. 


Cllr Eling, Sandwell Council 
cabinet member for strategic 
resources, said: “There is an increas¬ 
ing case load with people being 
referred to children’s social care ever 
since cases such as Baby P. 

“It is the single biggest issue within 
overall budgets that just doesn’t seem 
to be picked up adequately at a 
national level.” 

Shortage 

Cllr Eling added that a shortage of 
foster carers in the borough means 
children are being housed in costly 
residential homes which cost the 
council thousands of pounds a week 
for each child. 

He added: “If the number of chil¬ 
dren coming into care keeps coming 
in at the rate they are coming in, local 
authorities are not going to be able to 
afford it.” 

The council’s strategic risk register 
has highlighted safeguarding chil¬ 
dren as one of the biggest risks facing 
the council. 

In August the council appointed 
Barbara Peacock as borough’s new 
executive director of children and 
families. She replaced Roger Crouch 
who resigned from the post in Decem¬ 
ber after a damning Ofsted report 
rated the council as “inadequate” for 
safeguarding children. 


Summit on schools’ 
funds crisis shelved 


A NATIONAL summit due to be 
held in Sandwell to discuss the 
scrapping of millions of pounds 
worth of schools rebuilding proj¬ 
ects has been shelved. 

Council bosses have put the 
summit on ice as the authority waits 
to find out whether it will receive any 
of the £ 15 billion of capital funding for 
schools promised by the Government. 

The conference was set to debate 
the scrapping of Building Schools for 
the Future funding and was due to 
host other councils from across the 
country. 

It was originally scheduled to take 
place in September. 

However, the council is holding fire 
as awaits Government announce¬ 
ments on funds it may receive. 

Council leader Councillor Darren 


Cooper said: “People are still up in the 
air with what’s going to be happening 
with the capital programme so we 
have decided to postpone the 
seminar.” 

Resurrected 

But he said the plan could be resur¬ 
rected after funding had been allo¬ 
cated. 

He said: “I am waiting with baited 
breath for that announcement and I 
am hoping it comes very soon.” 

The council is seeking a judicial 
review after nine borough schools lost 
£138 million under cuts to the Build¬ 
ing Schools for the Future scheme but 
has been warned the cost of legal 
action could run into hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. 

The council has branded the cuts 
“irrational and unfair”.

M5 link 
is worst 
bottleneck 
in the UK 

A SECITON of the M5 heading 
towards the M6 at Birmingham 
is the worst UK traffic bottle¬ 
neck, according to a congestion 
index. 

The Birmingham-bound section of 
the M5 was found to be jammed 63 
hours a week in 2009/10, with an 
average speed below 15mph when 
congested. The index by traffic infor¬ 
mation company INRIX said that if 
you happened to be driving on this 
stretch on a Friday from 5pm to 6pm 
you could conceivably ride your bike 
faster than your car, with an average 
speed of only 8mph. 

The bottleneck findings will come 
as no surprise to West Midland 
motorists who have been facing long 
running traffic problems as work to 
tackle congestion is carried out on the 
M6. 

It is part of the ongoing work to 
deliver the managed motorways 
scheme, which will open up the hard 
shoulder between junctions 8 for the 
M5 and 10A at Wolverhampton. 

Wednesdays 

The index also revealed that 
Wednesday is the worst day for traffic 
jams and that UK drivers spend more 
time in traffic compared with drivers 
in Belgium, France, Germany, Lux¬ 
embourg and Holland. London ranks 
second after Paris as the most traffic- 
clogged city among the six countries 
analysed. 

Looking at the UK, the index 
showed that the worst commuting 
hour for drivers is 8am to 9am on 
Mondays, with Friday having the 
worst evening commute. 

However, despite the amount of 
evening jams, Friday is the best 
weekday for traffic. Meanwhile, the 
most congestion-free weekday com¬ 
muting hour is 6am to 7am on 
Fridays.

A WOMAN from 
Oldbury has been jailed 
for nearly four years for 
her part in the violent 
kidnap of a ‘vulnerable’ 
friend. 

Ann Marie Burns admitted 
kidnap and attempted 
robbery. 

Burns, aged 37, of St James 
Road, frogmarched her 57-year- 
old victim to a taxi so he could go 
to his bank to withdraw money 
from his account to buy her 
drugs, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Judge Phillip Parker QC told 
Burns: “This was a despicable 
offence against a vulnerable 
person you regarded as a 
pushover”. 

He sentenced her to three 
years and nine months. 

Mr Warren Stanier, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Burns had known the 
victim for 10 years and she had 
been to his flat to borrow £70. 

But she returned with a male 
accomplice and they both took 
drugs before demanding more 
money. The victim was then 
punched four times in the face 
before it was decided to take him 
to his bank so he could withdraw

more cash for drugs. In all, his 
ordeal lasted more than three 
hours. 

Police were called after one of 
the man’s neighbours spotted 
what was going on. They were 
able to intercept the taxi and 
arrest Burns and her accomplice. 

Judge Parker said: “I accept 
you were not the leading player 
in this crime but you did nothing 
to prevent what happened. 

‘You were desperate for money 
and you decided to go to the home 
of an old acquaintance and 
borrow some money. 

“When it was not sufficient to 
fuel your drug habit you went 
back to demand even more 
money.” 

Refused 

The judge said that when the 
victim refused to hand over 
further cash he was subjected to 
a violent attack before managing 
to lock himself in a toilet. 

However, he came out after 
one of the shattered windows. 

Miss Sarah Buckingham, 
defending, said it was the man 
with Burns who had sparked off 
the violence. 

“The victim had been kind to 
her in the past and she has 
expressed her sorrow and 
remorse for what she has done,” 
Miss Buckingham said. 

“She is not a violent woman 
but she had a desperate craving 
for Class A drugs.” 

The court was told the man 
involved in the offences with 
Burns is expected to be sen¬ 
tenced in December.

For great grandmother Doris there was a 
silver lining to her service, as she met 
husband Jim while stationed in Egypt. The 
couple had one daughter, Barbara, who 
died 13 years ago. Jim died 20 years ago.

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Warning 
on council 
tax scam 

SANDWELL Trading Stan¬ 
dards today issued a warning to 
residents that fraudsters are 
using a sophisticated council tax 
scam to try to steal from them. 

Tricksters are using the promise of 
council tax rebates to obtain residents’ 
bank details and other sensitive per¬ 
sonal information. Armed with this 
crucial data, the fraudsters are then 
able to empty bank accounts. 

Bob Robinson, Trading Standards 
manager, said: “Their latest tactic is to 
telephone householders and masquer¬ 
ade as council tax officials. They are 
either told they have paid too much 
and are entitled to a rebate, or that 
they have not paid enough and need to 
top up their payments. 

Insistent 

“In both scenarios the caller asks for 
bank account details and other infor¬ 
mation such as date of birth and 
becomes quite insistent if refused.” 

Several residents reported the scam 
to trading standards officers in 
Sandwell in recent months. 

Cabinet member for safer neigh¬ 
bourhoods Councillor Derek Rowley 
said: “The calls are not being made by 
our Council Tax team and I would like 
to remind residents not to give their 
personal information or bank details 
to anyone over the phone unless they 
are certain who the caller is.” 

Trading Standards are advising res¬ 
idents who think that they may have 
given their bank account details to a 
fraudster to contact their bank imme¬ 
diately.

Buses ‘smarter’ 


COMPLETION of a £14 
million project to make 
West Midlands buses 
‘smart’ was officially 
marked by Local Trans¬ 
port Minister Norman 
Baker in Sandwell. 

The Smartcard project by 
regional transport authority 
Centro has seen more than 
2,500 buses fitted with elec¬ 
tronic card readers that pave 
the way for a local version of 
London’s Oyster Card. 

The Minister marked the 
Smartcard rollout by present¬ 
ing a giant personalised 
version of the concessionary 
travel pass to Centro Chair¬ 
man Angus Adams at West 
Bromwich Bus Station. 

The on-board Smartcard 
readers are programmed to 
accept the free national con¬ 
cessionary passes for older 
and eligible blind and dis¬ 
abled people. 

Holders simply place their 
card on the reader when they 
board and wait for the green 
light to show or the audible 
beep to be heard. 

Only holders of concession¬ 
ary passes have to use the 
Smartcard readers at the 


moment but the successful 
installation of the machines 
on the region’s buses will now 
enable new kinds of smart 
ticketing to be introduced. 

Mr Baker said: “The bene¬ 
fits of smart ticketing are 
clear - quicker, easier and 
potentially better value jour¬ 
neys on trains, buses and 
trams. 

“My personal vision is to 
see seamless travel on one 
smart card throughout the 
country by 2020, at the latest, 
and I believe the roll-out of 
smart ticketing will attract 
more people onto public 
transport. 

Benefits 

“Smart ticketing is already 
part of everyday life for mil¬ 
lions of people across England 
and I am pleased that trav¬ 
ellers in the West Midlands 
will now be able to experience 
the same benefits.” 

Virtually all the buses and 
depots belonging to the 
region’s bus companies have 
now been fitted out by Centro 
with the Smartcard machines 
and office computer equip¬ 
ment. The machines read a 
microchip which is embedded 


in all concessionary passes 
that allow free travel on local 
buses in England. 

Centro chairman Council¬ 
lor Angus Adam, said: “This 
has been a complex project 
but it paves the way for the 
introduction of a truly world 
class ticketing system. Now 
that our region’s buses are 
smart we can press on with 
work to introduce a West Mid¬ 
lands Smartcard, similar to 
the Oyster Card in London. 
This will enable passengers 
to pre-load their card with 
cash which is then deducted 
as it is used, regardless of 
which bus company’s service 
they get on. 

“We are also looking at 
giving Smartcard holders dis¬ 
counted fares. ” 

The technology has only 
been installed on buses so far 
but Centro is working with 
ticket machine suppliers to 
introduce a handheld Smart- 
card ticket machine that can 
be used by conductors on the 
Midland Metro too. 

Local rail operator London 
Midland also has a commit¬ 
ment to introduce Smartcard 
technology on the West Mid¬ 
lands rail network.

Dangerous robber Craig 
Hickinbottom is facing 
life behind bars 

C RAIG Hickinbottom 
was once one of the 
country’s most w anted 
fugitives. 

So when he vanished after being 
released early from prison a major 
surveillance operation was 
mounted in a bid to track him down. 


The full story of Craig 
Hickinbottom’s violent 
background and his dra¬ 
matic arrest can be 
revealed after he and two 
accomplices were con¬ 
victed by a jury at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

The drama began 
when the 28-year-old 
was released from jail, 
where he was serving 
three-and-half years for 
escaping from a prison 
van, and ordered to live 
at a bail hostel in Ston- 
nall Road, Aldridge. 

But on February 28, he 
fled the hostel. His 
history of serious crime 
triggered a major 
manhunt by West Mid¬ 


lands Police. Surveil¬ 
lance officers were 
deployed to West 
Bromwich, where Hick¬ 
inbottom grew up and 
where his known crimi¬ 
nal associates live. It 
was not long before he 
was spotted in a Vaux- 
hall Corsa which had 
been stolen after car 
keys were taken in a bur¬ 
glary at a house in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

In the car with him 
were Conor Cox, aged 18, 
of New Street, Brierley 
Hill and Dean Isitt, 31, of 
Waterfall Lane, Rowley 
Regis. 

Isitt and Hickinbot¬ 
tom have a criminal 
history dating back to at 


A life of crime from the age of 12 


CRAIG Hickinbottom has crim¬ 
inal convictions dating back to the 
age of 12. 

In 2002 he was one of five members 
of an armed gang jailed for a string of 
raids on shops and supermarkets in 
the Black Country. The five, from the 
Sandwell and Dudley areas, were 
jailed for between two-and-a-half and 
four years. 

The gang, four of whom committed 
offences while still on licence for previ¬ 
ous jail terms, had earlier admitted a 
total of nine charges in relation to the 
raids. 

Judge Laurence Marshall sen¬ 
tenced Hickinbottom, of Oldbury, to 
two concurrent terms of three years in 


detention for two attempted robberies, 
as well as six months consecutively for 
possessing an imitation firearm with 
intent to cause fear. He was also 
ordered to serve 150 days from a pre¬ 
vious prison sentence. Partner-in- 
crime Dean Isitt received 18 months 
for dangerous driving, six months con¬ 
secutively for having an imitation 
firearm and 150 days from an earlier 
sentence. 

Cigarettes 

Mr Paul Farrer, prosecuting, told 
the court the defendants had been 
part of a violent and professional 
armed gang who had targeted busi¬ 
nesses, stealing thousands of pounds 
worth of cigarettes. 


He said members of the gang, who 
always wore balaclavas, carried crow¬ 
bars, sledgehammers, screwdrivers, 
spanners and baseball bats as 
weapons. 

They had also forced their way into 
the town’s Sainsbury’s store, Savacen- 
tre in Oldbury, Kwik Save in Nether- 
ton and the One Stop shop in 
Halesowen and Sparkles wine shop in 
Lye. 

In 2003 Hickinbottom was jailed for 
five years for his part in a series of 
crimes, including armed robbery. 

He pleaded guilty on the basis that 
he was not present but had supplied a 
stolen car used in them. 

He admitted involvement in a ram 
raid at a car dealership in Sutton Cold¬ 


field when two Volkswagen Polos 
worth a total of almost £33,000 were 
stolen. 

Last year, Hickinbottom claimed 
stringent licence conditions imposed 
upon his release were in breach of his 
human rights. 

He had been recalled to maximum 
security HMP Whitemoor in July last 
year for breaching a ban fromenter- 
ing certain areas of the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

Hickinbottom told the High Court 
he wanted to live with his mother in 
Waterways Drive, Oldbury. He argued 
that the conditions were “dispropor¬ 
tionate” but top judges rejected his 
case. 


least 2002. They were 
two of five members of an 
armed gang jailed for a 
string of raids on shops in 
the Black Country.

Professional dirt bike 
rider Conor Cox, mean¬ 
while, was much younger 
and had no serious con¬ 
victions. 

Unmarked 

After the death of 
Hickinbottom’s close 
friend and Conor’s 
brother Sam Cox in a car 
crash, Conor and Hickin¬ 
bottom bonded and he 
became “like an uncle” to 
the teenager. 

Armed police and sur¬ 
veillance officers travel¬ 
ling in unmarked cars 
had only watched the 
Corsa, which carried 
number plates stolen 
from a similar vehicle, for 
a short time before the 
decision was taken to 
stop the gang at gun¬ 
point. 

They pulled alongside 
as Hickinbottom waited 
to join a roundabout at 
the junction of Bromford 
Road and Kelvin Way. 

Police told how the 
Corsa’s wheels span as 
Hickinbottom desper¬ 
ately tried to escape, col¬ 
liding with police cars 
before crashing into a 


fence. Clutching the 
shotgun and ammuni¬ 
tion, Isitt fled, leaping a 
fence into the yard of 
Bromford Iron & Steel. 
He was confronted there 
by factory operation’s 
manager Barry Ingram, 
who was hailed as a hero 
by detectives. 

Mr Ingram told the 
court: “I started to run 
towards the guy, I 
wanted to catch him. He 
said ‘Get out of the way 
mister, or I’ll shoot you’. 
He was carrying a bag 
under his right arm.” 

The confrontation 
forced Isitt to change his 
escape route and drop 
the JD Sports bag carry¬ 
ing the lethal weapon. 

Detective Sereant 
Hooton, who led the 
investigation, said : 
“Through the efforts of a 
very brave member of the 
public in challenging him 
twice, Isitt was forced to 
escape towards a rear 
wall that was so high 
that he had to discard the 
firearm to get over it. 

“If that hadn’t hap¬ 
pened he would have got 
away with the firearm 
and there would have 
been no evidence that 
there was a gun in the 
car. He realises that 
what he’s done put him in 
an awful lot of danger but 
he’d do the same thing 
again. He doesn’t con¬ 
sider himself a hero and 
he’s very modest.” 

Hickinbottom and Cox 


were arrested but Isitt 
escaped. But his finger¬ 
prints were left on the 
bag which held the gun. 
He was arrested on April 
27, when he was stopped 
at gunpoint on the car 
park at Asda Great 
Bridge. 

Police are in no doubt 
as to the gang’s plan that 
day. Det Sgt Hooton said: 
“It was a stolen vehicle 
on false plates, coupled 
with the shotgun, the 
gloves and the bala¬ 
clavas. All that led us to 
believe that the intention 
of the occupants was 
purely to commit a 
robbery.” 

Hickinbottom tried to 
claim that he had no idea 
the shotgun was in the 
car. He broke down in 
tears in court, in what 
prosecutors described as 
an “audacious” act for the 
jury, when he refused to 
name the third man who 
fled with the gun. The 
three men denied 
firearms charges and 
possession of the stolen 
Vauxhall Corsa and 
number plates. Hickin¬ 
bottom denied dangerous 
driving. 

Det Sgt Hooton said of 
the shotgun: “The hard 
facts in the cold light of 
day are that these are 
lethal weapons that 
serve no legitimate 
purpose other than to 
instil absolute fear at the 
people they are pointed 
at.”

Councillor Roger Leslie Horton, 
Sandwell lead member for local trans¬ 
port, said: “If they are having problems 
keeping up with the frequencies they 
should be putting more buses in, not 
taking them away.”

COMPENSATION will not be 
given out to traders who lost cus¬ 
tomers and trade during a £3 
million roadworks scheme. 

Shopkeepers whose businesses are 
near Reddal Hill Road and Upper High 
Street in Cradley Heath said takings had 
halved three weeks into a 15-month 
project to widen the carriageway and 
ease congestion in the area. Major routes 
along the A4100 are becoming one-way as 
part of works. 

Traders say bus services were dis¬ 
rupted and shoppers were driven away. 
But their pleas for compensation have 
been rejected with council bosses saying 
the work had to be carried out for every¬ 
one’s benefit. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s 
transport boss, said: “We are sorry to 
hear of any inconvenience traders are 
experiencing. 

“Under the law there is no obligation 
for councils to pay out compensation for 
loss of trade due to repairs to the roads 
because we simply have to repair and 
improve them for everybody’s use. 

“If we had to factor in compensation 
claims for loss of trade for all big projects, 
they just wouldn’t happen for fear it could 
cost the council a lot of money in 
payouts - so the law makes provision to 
say we do not pay out compensation for 
loss of trade. 

Consultation 

“We have undertaken a lot of consulta¬ 
tion with the traders and residents, 
including posters, letters, brochures, 
exhibitions, discussions and question¬ 
naires since February last year. 

“This is a major project to improve the 
roads in Cradley Heath and hopefully all 
businesses will reap the benefits once the 
work has been completed.” 

Stephen Pitts, of Teet Shirts, who said 
the shop was down £1,000 in takings last 
week, said: “I am absolutely gobsmacked. 

“It comes at a time when central gov¬ 
ernment are asking business to get the 
country out of debt and now we’ve been 
saddled with this millstone round our 
neck of these roadworks.” 


Opportunity for a 
say on historic park 


A PUBLIC consultation is being held 
to give residents a chance to have a say 
on the future of an historic park. 

Lightwoods Park, Bearwood, is back in 
Sandwell Council control after being looked 
after by Birmingham City Council since the 
early 1970s. 

The park, which includes rundown Grade 
Il-listed building Lightwoods House, 
borders Birmingham along Hagley Road. 
The city council was accused of neglecting 
the 29-acre park and house in favour of 
parks within its own borders. 


At least £1.2 million will have to be spent 
restoring a building dating back to 1780. It 
has had a leaking roof, dry rot and danger¬ 
ous electrics. 

On Saturday, November 13, a public con¬ 
sultation at the park will give residents the 
chance to contribute ideas on future uses 
for the house and what they would like to 
see in the park. It will be held at the park in 
Adkins Lane between 10am and 3pm. 

The council hopes to use ideas to help 
shape a bid it intends to make for Lottery 
funding. 


Thirteen teachers

THIRTEEN teachers 
were suspended from 
Sandwell schools in the 
past yea.

Licence application 
for pub withdrawn 


PROPOSALS which would 
have granted a 24-hour 
licence to one of West 
Bromwich’s most notorious 
pubs have been withdrawn at 
a meeting of Sandwell’s 
licensing panel. 

Thynne Enterprises Ltd 
had submitted an application 
to Sandwell Council’s licens¬ 
ing department to turn 
former pub The Marksman, 
in High Street, Carters 
Green, into a pub and restau¬ 
rant called Cinnamon Spice. 


The pub, which once sold 
the cheapest pint in the 
country was owned by Belal 
Hussain’s Millionnaires Club 
Ltd. However, it was put on 
the market in the summer 
after the company folded. 

Last week an application to 
vary the licence, to split the 
pub into a bar and restaurant 
and also to have a 24-hour 
license given was withdrawn. 

A new application is likely 
to be submitted at a later 
date.

Facelift 
at block 
of flats 

A 50-year-old formerly condemned 
block of flats in Tipton will be given a 
£2.75 million facelift after receiving 
Government funding. 

The works will be carried out at Nelson 
House, on Upper Church Lane in Princes 
End by Sandwell Homes. 

The improvements are due to take place 
next year and it is hoped they will give the 
building, which has 34 flats, a 30-year life 
span. 

Under plans, contractors will build two 
new flats on the ground floor, a new front 
entrance and replace the felt roof of the 
high-rise block with aluminium sheeting 
and refit balcony panels with more 
modern, coloured laminate panels. 

Investment 

Simon Parry, spokesman for Sandwell 
Homes, said: “Expected investment is in 
the region of £2.75 million. The project is 
currently in the design stages and a resi¬ 
dents consultation event took place in 
June 2010. 

“The council is currently exploring fea¬ 
sibility for creating two new lifetime 
homes in the space currently used for res¬ 
idents’ storage areas. This decision has 
yet to be finalised.” 

Existing features of the nine-storey 
building will also be refurbished includ¬ 
ing kerbs, drainage and fittings. Insu¬ 
lated cladding on the outside of the 
building will also be refitted. 

Eleven other condemned tower blocks 
in Sandwell were saved from demolition 
and will now be expanded in a bid to tackle 
soaring demand for council housing.

Band of Joy days 
are remembered 


PANEL beater Harry Barber has 
recalled his days ferrying Robert Plant, 
John Bonham and the Band of Joy to 
concerts across the country. 

Harry, born and bred in West 
Bromwich, hung up his overalls to join 
up with the flower power group in 1966. 

The band went on to develop into Led Zeppelin, 
one of the biggest rock bands ever. 

Now the father-of-three has put pen to paper 
remembering his time spent with the band, in 
particular the battle of personalities on the tour 
bus. 

Plant is now peforming again with a new 
version of the Band of Joy, appearing last week at 
the BBC Electric Proms. 

But Harry, who was born on the Tantany 
Estate, remembers the singer and his contempo¬ 
raries from their youth in West Bromwich. 

He said: “We hung out in the same places: The 
Adelphi ballroom, the Three Horseshoes pub in 
High Street, and Casa Bambu, the coffee bar 
opposite the old Kings cinema. 

Line-up 

“I was working as a panel beater and their van 
was damaged. I took them around in my old van. 

“I was taking them around the Regan circuit in 
Birmingham, which 
included the Old Hill 
Plaza, Rookery Road 
Plaza and 

Handsworth Ritz at 
first but we went all 
over in the end.” 

Harry’s book, called 
The Band of Joy, 
chronicles his experi¬ 
ence with the band, 
which would last 
until August 1968. 

While lead gui¬ 
tarist Vernon Pereira 
formed the first Band 
of Joy, the group’s 
line-up changed 

several times and his 
book details how dif¬ 
ferent personalities

Harry, who now lives in North Wales with wife 
Roz, said: “I remember we did a tour in Scotland 
in August 1967 and Robert Plant did not go 
because he had been sidelined from the group. 

He had a disagreement with the other members 
so they went without him.” 

The band had been playing a gig in the Ship 
and Rainbow pub in Wolverhampton when the 
members broke the news. 

Harry said: “Plant came back on the stage and 
he said ‘all the flowers will wither and die and go 
away but the plant will be back’.” 

Plant would later rejoin the band in October 
1967, and he would soon meet Bonham, later the 
Led Zeppelin drummer. 

Mr Barber remembered the love-hate rela¬ 
tionship between the pair. “We were on our way 
to RAF Steeford, in Lincoln, and they had been 
going on at each other the whole way so I stopped 
the van and kicked them out,” he said. 

“I told them to sort it out before they got back 
in. They were always arguing.” 

Though its members would later go on to 
greater fame, Mr Barber said the Band of Joy 
blazed a trail for modern music. 

“It was one of the first bands to have two gui¬ 
tarists, keyboards and one frontman - more like 
the modern four-piece,” Harry said. “They were 
years ahead of their time.” Memories - Harry Barber

It’s the only one of its kind in the region and fea¬ 
tures everything from advanced alarm systems and 
window locks to prickly plants and ‘dummy’ diction¬ 
aries which are actually money boxes. 


There’s even an intruder detection system that 
activates a smoke bomb to greet any unwelcome 
guests. 

Crime Prevention Officer Mark Ledo manages 
the security show home. He regularly acts as tour 
guide for members of the public, including Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch and Residents Association groups, 
who want to pick up home security tips. 

Prevention 

He said: “The house really helps increase under¬ 
standing of security issues. You can only convey so 
much through a leaflet or poster, but seeing crime 
prevention tactics at work in a home environment 
raises awareness significantly. 

“The home isn’t just filled with expensive 
gadgets: many devices, such as timer switches for 
lights, cost just a few pounds yet can vastly improve 
home security by giving the impression your home 
is occupied when you’re out. Simple tips like this 


intruders. 

are vital during the winter months’ darker nights. 
The main message is ‘don’t advertise your home to 
burglars’ by letting them know you’re out and that 
your house is an easy target.” 

The security show home has received more than 
6,000 visitors since it opened in 2005. Mark also 
trains police officers and officials from partner 
agencies, plus social workers and carers who can 
pass on information to residents. 

Its reputation has built over the years with other 
police forces visiting the house, including Greater 
Manchester, Kent and Northern Ireland. 

Mark is keen to hear from community groups 
who would like to tour the facility. He can accom¬ 
modate between 15 and 30 people per visit which 
includes a tour of the house and a presentation.

Seasons Of My Soul: Rumer 

What a very special voice. Rumer (seen right) has 
been compared to Karen Carpenter and Laura Nyro and 
her soft, yet sturdy, tones deserve to be mentioned in 
such legendary company. 

Slow, the third and finest song on this debut album, is 
the perfect showcase. It is gorgeous and will be a huge 
hit. This is a warm album that feels as though it has been 
written from experience rather than by committee. It is an 
engaging set of songs from the 31 -year-old singer/song¬ 
writer (real name Sarah Joyce, her stage name is a 
tribute to children’s author Rumer Godden). 

Whilst none quite match the wonderful Slow, which

TIPTON knew they had 
hit the big time when Tom 
Cruise turned up. 

And while their first-round 
clash turned out to be 
Mission Impossible, the 
proud part-timers had a day 
to remember to end their epic 
FA Cup saga.

He and Bannan were both superb 
in the middle of the park - Clark’s 
energy and tough tackling comple¬ 
menting the Scot’s stunning passing 
range and vision which clearly fits 
into the style Houllier is so keen to 
promote - and before long Villa had 
their lead. 

Albrighton looked sharp and 
eager to impress on his return from 
suspension and took his goal bril¬ 
liantly, while Delfouneso, ploughing 
a lone furrow up front, got himself 
into dangerous positions and made a 
nuisance of himself. 

Transitional 

Clearly, this is a transitional 
period for the claret and blues and if 
that quartet are set to play a key 
part in their future, then Carew is 
increasingly beginning to look part 
of the club’s past. 

Houllier has shown who is boss at 
Villa Park this last week having fol¬ 
lowed up his criticism of Stephen 
Ireland by laying down the law to 
Carew. 

Carew’s decision to contact his 
native Norwegian press to hit out at 
Houllier was nothing but ill-advised 
after the Frenchman, in last week’s 
local newspapers briefing, said the 
future of the striker, who is out of 
contract in the summer, lies in his 
own hands. 

It was hardly anything antagonis¬ 
ing from the Villa boss but having 
sold him before at Lyon, it was 
already clear he had his reserva¬ 
tions about the enigmatic forward, 
who has always carried a reputation 
for blowing hot and cold. 

This season it has sadly been the 
latter. His four-year stay in the Mid¬ 
lands is as long as anywhere he has 
remained in his career, which might 
tell you something. 

In his outburst he accused Houl¬ 
lier of showing both him and the fans 
who adore him disrespect. But that 
was nothing compared to the 
response it drew from Houllier post¬ 
match on Saturday, labelling him 
“stupid” and “living in the past”. 

Already ruled out for the next 
month, the Holte End hero has 
surely played his last game for the 
Villans. 


Carew’s injury opened the door to 
Delfouneso who, along with 
Bannan, made his first Premier 
League start, while Albrighton 
returned from suspension. 

Two of those players quickly com¬ 
bined to create Villa’s first chance 
when a Bannan header sent 
Albrighton on the charge down the 
right, he picked out the unmarked 
Downing but his shot was well 
blocked by Carlos Salcido. 

Ex-Albion star Zoltan Gera 
spurned a glorious opening three 
minutes later when he volleyed over 
after Clint Dempsey’s shot had been 
saved superbly with his legs by Brad 
Friedel. 

Villa’s recent injury curse struck 
again when Reo-Coker was forced 
off on 34 when he landed awkwardly 
after challenging Gera for a high 
ball. 

But misery soon became joy when 
Villa’s Premier League goal drought 
finally ended in the 42nd minute. 

It was 386 minutes since 
Albrighton scored their last top¬ 
flight goal, ironically also in London 
at Tottenham’s White Hart Lane, 
and he struck with a superb strike, 
latching onto Bannan’s glorious 60- 
yard pass before checking inside and 
coolly curling the ball into the far 
corner. 

If a tad fortunate to go in ahead at 
the break, Villa looked good value 
for their lead in the second half, min¬ 
imising the threat of Mark Hughes’ 
men. 

It took one outstanding, smother¬ 
ing save from Friedel to deny substi¬ 
tute Andy Johnson when he went 
clean through after 82 minutes 
while Ashley Young wasted two 
golden opportunities to kill the game 
off for good in added time. 

And how Villa paid the price 
whenHangeland rose highest to 
head home the equaliser from 
Damien Duff’s free-kick. 

Nothing will quite go for them at 
the moment. 

And the last thing they need is the 
visit of Blackpool last night 
(Wednesday), for no one enjoys stick¬ 
ing one to the big boys more than Ian 
Holloway.

“I enjoy the club, I love the camaraderie with the 
other lads and we’ve been doing well, but I appreci¬ 
ate that I could be getting fit with regular football 
elsewhere, playing five or six games in a month. If 
that’s an option, and I can come back 100 per cent fit, 
then I have to think about it.” 

Miller has spent much of the last two years on the 
sidelines with two cruciate ligament injuries and his 
latest thigh problem. 

He was given a warm welcome when he returned 
against his former club on Sunday. 

“It feels great to be back,” he added. “It was a bad 
day for us on Sunday, our first home defeat, and I 
think we accept that we didn’t play well.”

Captain Carson 
issues a warning 

SKIPPER Scott Carson has warned Albion 
not to waste their flying start to the Premier 
League season after they slipped to a second 
straight defeat. 

They were beaten for the second time in a week on 
Sunday as Manchester City won 2-0 to inflict the 
Baggies’ first home league defeat in 11 months. 

And Carson warned his side their best ever start 
to a Premier League campaign could quickly wash 
away if they failed to collect points at West Ham on 
last night (Wednesday) or at Wigan on Saturday. 

“We know we need to get something,” said Carson. 
“We’ve had two successive losses, something we’ve 
not had before and something we’re not used to. 

Dragged 

“We need to get our heads around things quickly. 

“The middle section of the league table is very 
tight. We’re only a couple of losses away from being 
dragged back into the mix at the bottom and we don’t 
want that to happen. 

“Even when we’ve won, we’ve kept our feet on the 
ground and always looked to the next game. We need 
to do that with defeats too. 

Carson admitted playing more than an hour with 
a two-man disadvantage at Bloomfield Road might 
have played a part in the Baggies’ lethargic first-half 
display. The England shot-stopper said: “We made it 
more difficult than we should have. 

“We stood back and gave them too much respect.”

Super Mario kills 
off Albion hopes 


DEFEAT was hardly a disaster. 
But the manner of Albion’s loss to the 
world’s richest club was a stark lesson 
in top-flight reality for Roberto Di 
Matteo’s men. 

The admirable traits that have propelled 
the Baggies to their best Premier League 
start are the only ingredients that will keep 
the bandwagon rolling. 

And Manchester City’s cast of megastars 
pressed home the point at The Hawthorns 
on Sunday. 

Di Matteo and Co proved beyond doubt in 
the opening 10 matches of their latest top- 
division adventure that, when firing on all 
cylinders, they can finally compete in the 
world’s most unforgiving domestic league. 

Sunday’s chastening defeat to the unpre¬ 
dictable moneybags from the north west 
was a clear reminder that they can still 
come unstuck if they allow their standards 
to slip. 

Below-par 

Just 45 minutes of below-par endeavour 
from the Baggies was all it took for the die 
to be cast on their second defeat of the week. 

And a much-improved second-half 
display was not enough to undo the damage 
from the baffling first-half showing that 
handed under-pressure City the points. 

Such is the talent at Roberto Mancini’s 
disposal that his absurdly rich City side 
might have put the Baggies to the sword in 
any event. 

Di Matteo’s frustration as he departed 
The Hawthorns on Sunday night was born 
from the knowledge that his side had not 
made their visitors work for their rewards. 

The proud unbeaten home league record 
that stretched back to January was never 
destined to last the season in the tough envi¬ 
rons of the Premier League. 



But the Baggies would have liked to sur¬ 
render it in more gallant fashion. 

Whether it was sapping effects of the pre¬ 
vious Monday’s bizarre night at Blackpool, 
a hint of complacency or simply a bad day at 
the office that was to blame, the result was 
the same. 

The Baggies’ pressing that so unsettled 
Arsenal and Manchester United was 
missing, City were allowed to play and the 
hosts were made to pay. 

Albion had made a decent start but there 
was a strangely lethargic nature to the 
defending that handed City the softest of 
leads on 20 minutes. 

The hosts failed to apply the requisite 
pressure in midfield, allowing David Silva 
too much space to execute a fine reverse ball 
for Carlos Tevez in the box. 

The striker burst to the byline before 
angling a cross through the legs of the 
sliding Gabriel Tamas for Mario Balotelli to 
steal in at the far post and slide home a 
simple finish. 

The concession of the opening goal failed 
to stir the Baggies and, had Scott Carson 
not stood up strongly to save from Silva 
after another simple City move, it would 
have been two goals in three minutes. 

It was, however, two in four, as Silva’s 
lofted ball found Balotelli, who was played 
onside by Nicky Shorey. He failed to control 
at the first time of asking but outmuscled 
Tamas to claim it at the second attempt and 
find the bottom corner. 

The rest of the first half passed off 
without any obvious sign of a Baggies 


response, leaving The Hawthorns with the 
type of half-time flat feeling rarely felt this 
season. 

Thankfully the Baggies emerged from their 
half-time discussions with an injection of fresh 
urgency, although it was the visitors who had 
the first sight of goal. 

Gareth Barry’s clever ball was aimed 
towards full-back Jerome Boateng but Carson 
reacted well to reach it first. 

And the Baggies were agonisingly close to a 
lifeline just before the hour-mark when Simon 
Cox’s drive bent away from the diving Joe Hart 
and crashed against his left-hand post. 

The Baggies introduced Giles Barnes and 
Peter Odemwingie in an attempt to engineer a 
rescue and their hopes increased when 
Balotelli, who had earlier been booked, was 
shown a straight red card for kicking out 
during a grapple with Youssouf Mulumbu. 

Pressure 

And Di Matteo’s men were painfully close to 
a goal when Chris Brunt’s corner was headed 
towards his own net by Yaya Toure but Silva 
cleared off the line. 

The Baggies used their extra man to exert 
plenty of pressure with Odemwingie’s pace 
especially threatening. 

But Mulumbu, who had been booked for his 
role in the Balotelli clash, flew in on Tevez to 
earn a second yellow card and kill off any hope 
of a fightback. 

At least the rousing efforts in search of a goal 
in the final half-hour sent the Hawthorns 
faithful and the Baggies players home with a 
positive final image of a disappointing day. 

And, if the effects of the earlier lapses ensure 
they are not repeated any time soon, defeat 
might yet be a price worth paying. 

Last night (Wednesday) Albion were in East 
London to take on a West Ham side that have 
found a semblance of form recently. 


TALKING POINT 


HOW^AR CAN MANCHESTER 
CITY<40? On a day when Chelsea were 
defeated and City claimed victory, it was 
impossible not to wonder whether 
Roberto Mancini’s bunch of big earners 
can be the Londoners’ main title chal¬ 
lengers. But in truth, events at The 
Hawthorns offered few answers. In fact it 
simply repeated the same old questions. 

The quality of David Silva and the 
ruthlessness of the otherwise petulant 
and frustrating Mario Balotelli provided 
a reminder of the class that should propel 
them into the title race.
